DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not teach a system for effectively combining optical measurements and brain wave 
measurement since the temporal and spatial characteristics of both signals differ greatly and 
would be difficult for the doctor to observe both signals comprehensively and to apply the 
observation result to diagnose diseases. Additionally, the prior .art of record does not teach 
disposing top end portions of a plurality of irradiation use optical fibers and light receiving use 
optical fibers carried by the probe device on predetermined positions of the head while pushing 
out hair disturbing the measurement for every optical fibers and does not teach disposing tops of 
a plurality of brain wave electrodes carried by the probe device while avoiding previously 
disposed optical fiber positions. Therefore the prior art of record does not teach a probe device 
used for a living body optical measurement apparatus and in combination with a brain wave 
measurement apparatus which is adapted for both living body optical measurement and brain 
wave measurement to facilitate comprehensive observation of both signals and to provide new 
diagnostic information which cannot be obtained from the individual signals. 

2. Chance et al. (5853370) - an optical tomography system for imaging functional activity 
of brain with a non-invasive optical module, spectrophotometer, a brain activity stimulation unit, 
and a computer and interface unit. The reference teaches stimulating the auditory function while 
the optical tomography system images neurofunctional activity of the auditory area of the 
temporal lobe. 

3. Yamashita et al. (6240309) -optical measurement instrument for living body comprising 
light source simultaneously applying incident light of a wavelength in a visible-infrared region to 
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Art Unit: 3777 

a plurality of incident positions on the surface of the subject, detecting light at a plurality of 
detection positions on the surface of the subject, and imaging information on the inside of the 
subject using detected signals outputted from the light detection. 

4. Maki et al. (5803909) - optical system for measuring and imaging metabolism in a body 
by modulating light rays of a particular wavelength with a plurality of different frequencies on a 
plurality of irradiation positions on the surface of a living body and time-variable changes in 
living body are measured at different positions on the surface and generating an image indicative 
of cerebral activity
